4 A heart of the “bread basket of 
'TIL nation"—the Red River valley 
of the north—a Minnesota tiller 
of th* soil, fired with a spirit of 
optimism over the 1935 wheat crop 
prospects, proceeds merrily with 
his spring planting operations. 
Michael Wentxel, his 44 years 
belied by his powerful physique 
and unlined face, was thankful his 
490-acre farm. seve.n miles west of 
Crookston, was spared

drouth and dust storms that rav­ 
aged the wheat-growing aector of 
the southwest. 
U s beginning to look like the 
good old boom days again," ob­ 
serves the valley farmer. “The out­ 
look for a bumper wheat crop is as 
bright this year as I ever remem­ 
ber. 
“Things look a lot better tban in 
1932. when I had to sell wheat, In 
the fall of the year, for as lour as 
29 cents a bushel. It was then, for 
the first time in my many years 
of farming, that 
I 
regretted not 
having gone into some other voca­ 
tion." 
Subsequently, along 
came 
the 
new deal and the agricultural ad­ 
justment act. Wentxel saym he be­ 
came 
thoroughly "sold" on con­ 
trolled crop-produccion. 
“It a the only way of 
keeping 
down a lot of these fellows who 
ant to go into crop-raising on too 
;ge a scale," he explains/ 
"I’m 
I ll 
under the AAA restrictions. 
on know. but the IO percent re­ 
duction this year, instead of IB last, 
has given me an allowance of an 
additional 14 acres.'* 
Wentxel says he does not intend 
to make use of the recent ruling 
which allow s him to plant up to 165 
percent of bis base acreage, sub­ 
ject to the stipulations laid down 
by Secretary Wallace, but instead 
will abide by his original contract. 
His farm is the original home­ 
stead staked out by his father 
in 
1S75. 
At 
the time of the elder 
Went/el's death in 1909 the farm 
had grown to 1.500 
acies. 
But 
there were five sons in the family, 
and six daughters. The sons divid­ 
ed the farm into equal portions. 
arranging to compensate their site 
ters. 
Michael, as the youngest son 
was given the original homestead. 
The last seven years have been 
a 
period of 
cyclical 
change for 
Wentxel. 
He experienced in 1928 
one of the moat prosperous year* 
he has known since 
he took to 
farming. 
"I spent $6,000 that year solely 
In renovating the interior of the 
home my father built in 1887— 
12 years after he came to the Red 
River valley from southern 
consin to take up a homestead. 
“ But four years later—1932—that 
was one of 
the 
worst years I’ve 
known. 
I sold some of my wheat 
a* the lowest level I can recall— 
29 cents a bushel.” 
But that's all over now. Wentzel 
ks. 
Looking to the future he 
I ids solace in the results obtain- 
(1 in 1934. 
"Last year was as good as the 
hest year I’ve ever had," he recalls. 
“ And I think this year will be juat 
as good, or even better."

East of th# Mississipi, 
however, the precipitation is gen­ 
erally above 30 inches 
“ These dust storms in the west 
are merely a cycle that w ill re­ 
verse itself, contrary to what the 
western farmers are beginning to 
believe.

In 
HYH in Cleveland, he said. we had 
hut 21.18 inches of rain. It was the 
lowest figure on record. 


W ide Margin in State 
“ However," he stated, ‘‘we didn t 
suffer to any great extent. Twenty 
Inches

enough for tree growth. The nor­ 
mal for Cleveland is slightly un 
der 34 inches, so we have a wide 
margin here in
